Chile peppers and bell peppers are 
abou t as plentifu l as they ever get. 
The peppers, red and 
green, 
have 
been pou ring in from all parts of the 
cou ntry and are bringing as low as 
3 cents a pou nd for good stock. 
A 
nu m ber of the larger produ cers no­ 
tified their local m erchants that they 
wou ld stop shipping and dry the pep 
pers shou ld prices go any lower than 
at present, or rem ain 
at th at level. 
String beans, both wax and, green, 
are plentifu l. 
The m arket on them 
is as low as 2 cents a pou nd. 
Peas 
on the other hand are high, bringing 
from 5 to 6 cents on fancy 
stock. 
Lettu ce remains very 
firm, 
selling 
right along at ft per crate. 
A good 
demand for tom atoes and cu cu mbers 
is keeping prices on these u p as high 
as 35 cents a box . 
Real fancy sweet 
corn is rather hard to get and sells 
at 50 cents per lu g box . 
In the bu nch 
goods there are few if any changes. 
Radishes of the small rou nd variety 
are no more obtainable. 
Receipts of eggs were 207 cases. 
The m arket was not very weak, as it 
started on the first day of the week.
